Claimant, PAUL BALDRIDGE ' '» who owned a stock interest in
the Cia. Azucarera Atlantica del Golfo, asserts. & claim under Title V
of the International Claims Settlement Act of_1949,\as amended, against the

Government of Cuba because of its nationalization of said Company.

In our decision entitled the Claim of Helen M. Drye (Ciéiﬁ!No. CU-0807 .
which we incorporate herein by reference), we held‘th;t thé properties 6wned
by the Company were néfionalized or otherwise takenvﬁy;the‘Government of Cuba
on August 6, 1960, and that this type of,claim\iévcompensable‘tq an American
national under the facts and conditions set férth théréin.‘~We need not égain
detail here the reasons or the method used in determining the value per ;harg‘

of $34.056.

On the basis of evidence in the record in the\iﬁstant case; the Cqmﬁis-a
sion finds that this claimant comes within the terms of the Drye decisi;£;
that he was an American national at the reﬁuisite‘fimes; that he hgg beeﬁ
the oﬁner of 100 shares of stock in the Cia. Azucarera.AtIantica del Golfo
since prior to August 6, 1960; and that he suffered a lqss in the
amount of § 3,405.60  within the méaning of Title V of the Act. Further,
the Commission finds that the amount of loss sustained shall be increased by
interest thereon at the rate of 6% per annum frém Augusi‘ﬁ, 1960? the dafe ofi
'nss, to the date on yhich provisions are made f&r the segtiéﬁent thereof,
